Every. histo- 
rian of any note agrees that tlio true 
date of tho Nazarene's birth, both as 
to day and year, is shrouded in the 
obscurity of tradition; and, if candid, 
lie will also agree. that tlie very ex- 
isteteo of tho. man Jesus, as an his- 
torical personage, cannot now be os- 
tablished, 

9d. As Rationalists we object to 
tha use of A, D. (yearof of aur Lord) 
beeanse wo aeknowledgo: allegianco 
to no lord or marter, whether tem- 
poral or spiritual, i The so-called 
Christian Kra began during what 
may aptly bo termed the theologie 
era, or Era. of gods and sapersti- 
tions, It was tho ago of belief in 
tho su pernatural—of belief in tho 
subordination ol man tothe arbi- 
trary will of a delty ov of many deis 
ties. Man, as such, had no rights 
that tlie gods wero bound to respret, 
Rights belonged to the gods and to 
their representatives, the kings, 

The rovolt against the rule of tho 
gods as represented by. priests. and 
kings is of comparatively  2ecent 
date, Not until about threo hun- 
dred year ago—not until the ejr- 
eumnavigation of the globo had de- 
termined tho trie shape of tho carth 
—not until modem selenec, teles- 
copo in. hand, turned her gazo upon 
tlie domo of heaven and showed tò 
mortals that thera is no dome there? 
no gods there! Not till tho new 
cosmology of Copernicus and Gali- 
leo. began to tako tho plaee of the 
akl mythologjeal eosimogony,did tho 
tene Kra of Man begin, And though 
kings and priests, in tho nnmo of 
their gods, stilt hold sway over tho 
greater part of Iunankind, yet they, 
no longer refer to their deities alone

(e) The centuries reckoned from 
tho death of Bruno correspond with 
the centuries ol the. Ohristian elwo- 
nology, Henco the two eatendars 
aro easily referable to vach other,

that might bo named, we placc EL M. 
980 at tho masthead of Lucirkn. to 
desiguate the eurrent year,

Tobaceo'is ans evil second only 4o 
liquor it the extent and intensity of 
the damage it does; pork isan nbom- 
ination responsible fora large por- 
tion of the scrofulous. diseases that 
nülect humanity; tue drug stores 
deal out poisons in the form of al- 
most innumerablo drugs that should 
never enter tho stomach of man; 
the Churches poison. the minds of 
their credulous dupes with tho nox- 
ious compound of superstition, false- 
hood and hypocrisy which is the 
stockin-trado of latter-day religion, 
while a thousand perhaps lesser evil 
things corrupt the body, mind and 
heart of the raco, 

I pereeivo that all these are bad 
things or institutions, gud were La 
Christian, or a Liberal of Mr, Gib- 
son's school, I should be eagerto in 
voke tlie aid. of the law for their 
eradication, Jut I read all history 
to the effect that a vico or an un- 
healthful habit has never been sup- 
pressed, though they have aften- 
tines been outgrown, and I know 
that they do not come insido the 
pale of legislation. 

Anil I object to the spy system, 
to tho inducement of crime, so- 
ealled, for the sake of punishing it. 
And wher men clamor. tor due rev- 
erento for law, thoy should not be

Ho long n8 meu will übuse tlemselvos 
with drink it is better to bavo open 
places for the salo of liquors than secret 
or hidden ones, I would havo liquor 
soll on the most publie streets nnd 
corners, and I would havo mo screen 
over the windows nor inside the doors, 
to hide the seller or the buyer from 
publio view; and I woull bnvo nll prohi- 
bitions, in the shapo of high license and 
Leavy taxes, removed, so that there would 
bo no temptation to adulterato liquore an 
account of their cost to the dealor, 
With: ihesa restrictions removed, I would 
havo the seller bo held rosponsiblo by 
tho community, for selling or giving 
liquore to improper persons. 

If wo must havo social uleors it is far 
better tliat thaso ulcera bo exposed to 
suu and nir than that they bo hidden 
from sight by foul'and heating bandages; 
or that they bo driven back into tho cir- 
culation by tho superficial troatment of 
tho quack doctor. Even tho horoieo 
treatment of tho surgeon's knifo is 
equally ineffectual, as tho victims of 
cuueer so often find. to their sorrow.» 

The vico of. drunkenness is a consti- 
tutional disoaso, whose roots und feodera 
Ho tov deep to bo ronchod by tho sur- 
geon’s knifo o7 the plaster of tho quack. 
It is largoly an inherited diseaso; and 
houco wo must not oxpoct to seo it oradi- 
catel in ono generation of men and 
women, Nothing but tlie most. thor- 
ough seiontifia treatinont of tho patient 
through long years nnd perhaps ngos of 
timo, will remove this inbred disenso— 
this craving for intoxicants, or artificial 
stimulants, 

As in a caso of. scrofulous taint, tho 
truo pliysieian eoeks first to roui0ve un- 
healthful conditions or environments, 
nud to inspiro tho patient with n desire 
to get rid ot his morbilo inheritance, 
First, get tho mind right—the motivo 
power—-and this enn only bo donethrough 
eduentional influences, — Certuin. kinds 
ot food and driuk must be discontinued, 
but not by prohibilion—1hia nronsos re- 
sistance--unloss, indoed, the patient has 
eutírely Jost his solf-coutrol, in which 
cuso confinet;ent in a hospital or nsylum 
is tho only eftoctunl method of restruint 
The only hope ot radical cure lios in 
aronsiug a npirit of Solf-reliance ot Selt. 
respect, and of desiro for mental ns well 
as physical health. 'l'ho roal cure must 
como through tho patient's. own etforia. 
Naturo nbhors and rejocts. all viearious 
ütonements, 

And thus it is with tho drink disenso 
Vemoval of temptation in one form, or 
in all forms, will not dovolop tho true 
femperauce man or woman, "Erne tem- 
perunco consists in tho powor fo resist 
temptation, rather thau in the 
ubility to fly from or to shun it, Pby- 
Bicinns tell us that the first onset or 
indication of disense is n chill Fear isa 
mental chill, Ho who foara that heshall 
fall when exposed to temptation, has 
already half fallen, Ilo who would walk 
ou ico or other slippery placea (all places 
ia this world are more or less slippery) 
must first get rid of his fear ot falling. 
Honco ho who leans on a "pledge," a 
badge of Ulue ribbun, orou anti-auloon 
legislation, to koop Lins from falling into 
tho gutter, is far moro likely to reach 
that gutter than Lo who, rejocting all 
such artificial nids, cultivates nnd relies 
on hbis own mental mneclo to euablo hia 
to resist temptation. 

*Henco wo say, knock out tho props; 
throw away tho reeds; they will only 
pierce your hand und fnil you ute 
torly when their help is most needed, 

[n conclusion, I repert my &nswer 
“Yes anl No," to the questiou of Bro.

word free deviltry, — You.havo on your 
silo nl! the oriminal elassós of socioly, 
but we hayo on ourside tho moral forces, 
and baek of theso God himself, uil Hia 
intinile power and unchangenblo truth, 


We reproduco the eriticism of Mr. 
QGaultin Christian Statesman ol Dec. 
10, to which we replied, in part, iu ]nst 
issue. 

We giveso much of our spaco to n dis- 
eussionof tho points ot Mr. G.'s criticism 
for these reasons: First, wo regard tho 
Christian Amendment move as being tho 
only logical,tho only tenablo ground ihat 
tho Bible Christian can take, If the 
God of Jesus aid ot. Panl bá tho samo 
God who gavo tho law to Abraham, 
Moses nnd David, thon it would seem 
nu more than reasonable that Christians 
shoukl requiro all human laws to cons 
form to tho code ns given through Mosos, 
&e.

Mr. Ganlt enumerates ns umong the 
demands of Liberals: 

(8. "Tice marriage and frcedivorce" 
—lfinnrringo is a divino institution—if 
men and wonién nrecreated in pairs, and 
if an overruling providenco brings theso 
otherwise unmatod womon and mon to- 
gether in the "holy bonds of wedlock," 
then, indeed, tho church is right iu pro- 
hibiting divorce nnd iaarriarooltogotler, 

But Liberals or Retionalists maintain 
tliat thero is nothing supernatural abont 
the bringing of two persons together in 
wedlock, Wo claim ihat marriago is n 
simply natyral, ncrangement, Jiko any 
other human uffnir,and that tho mod» 
dling o? tho priests c£ a snpernatural 
faith, in tho marital arrangeinents of 
men and women js an importinonce, and 
is produclivo of ovil andonly evil. Wo 
upkold anq muintain tho sncredness of 
contracts, but in order that a cone 
tract bo kept sucred nnd inviolato it is 
necessary that. no promiso bo male thnt 
ia notin tho power of tho promisor to 
perform, Marriago is eupposod ani held 
to be based upon a truo love-attraction 
sulsisting between the partios (o tho 
contract, and each of tlie contracting 
partiog promises to loyo tho other so 
long ans both ehnll live, But lovo ia not 
subject to tho control ot tho will; in ite 
very naturo it is cssontjally free und 
spontaneous, nnd any attempt to forco 
or control its action, is neccesaiily des 
struelivo to ite oxistenee, Dut legalized 
orluaw-enforeed marriago does not ros 
leuso tlie parties to this contract when, 
from any causo, thoy havo ceased to loya 
eaeh other, and thereforo tho mrrringe 
contract, ns. commonly inado and cne 
forced. is an essentially imnmornl con» 
tract, Tt is oquivulent to promising, and 
being compelled by jaw to live in the 
intimate sex relation of husband and 
wifo when lovo alone. wonld no longer 
hold the parties together, 1t is truo the 
law doos not prevont n voluafary or 
amicablo separauon but it does prevont 
remarringo with other porsons when no 
othercauso of separation can. bo giyen 
than that tso original contracting parties 
havo ceased to. lovo cach other, 

This then, is tho hend and front of our 
olfei.ding on tho marziago question. Wo 
claim tho right as citizens o! n free ro- 
publie, to muko anml consnmmnto our 
own marriago contracts without tho help 
or interferenco of n priest, a magistrate 
or other oflieer of. statio, and wo claim 
tho rigbtto diesolve these contracts by 
mutual consent—we claim the right to 
correct our mistakes iu thia regard 
witliont boinzobllgrel to commit n toch- 
niculor real crito und then bo oliliged 


coneernwl, besides entailing to future 
Henerntions, throngh hercdity, a logacy 
of discord, of iimbecilily and of 1aisery 
that is beyond tbe power of tho liummun 
mind ríghtly to. stimato. 

Tt is not hard to undorstoud why tho 
clergy oppose freo marriago nnd free di. 
vore» To presido nnd oflieiato nt mare 
ringes eoustitutes ona of. the most t 
portant sources of priestly power nnd 
influence, to say nothing of. the perquia. 
ito that comes in tho shape of. tho mars 
ciago fee; and overy divorce is nu net 
of rebellion againgb tho — adJurntion 
which closoa tho marriage ceremony: 
*Whonm God Lath joined letno man pul 
asunder” m
